Between half-past six and 
seven o'clock— witnesses vary in their state- 
ments as to the precise time—the people on the 
vessel were alarmed by a grating sound, which 
quickly developed into crashing noises, as if the 
bottom of the ship was being torn out by jagged 
The appalling truth that the ship was 
foundering on a specially dangerous part of the 
Cornish coast soon forced itself upon all the crew 
and passengers, among whom were many women 
and children. In some unaccountable way the 
Mohegan (though the dread Serpentine rocks of 
Cornwall must have been distinctly seen from

The Manacles. 


There is nothing to explain how the vessel was so 
far out of her proper track, nor is there likely to be 
any adequate solution, as the officers who could 
tell the tale have perished in the waves. It is 
stated that the liner was out of her proper route 
by some ten or fifteen miles. The situation of 
the ship at the time of the wreck is simply 
inexplicable, and as far as can be judged by 
the facts.at present ascertained, the fault 
in navigation which produced such terrible 
results was inexcusable. The particular ledge 
of rocks on which the Mohegan struck bears 
the name of Varsis, and is situated about 
a quarter of a mile inside the Bell buoy. 
Had this ledge been avoided, the vessel would 
probably have run clean into a cove some little 
distance away from the village of Porthoustock, 
the life-boat station. This part of the coast is 
very difficult of access. The nearest telegraph- 
station is at St. Keverne, five miles distant, 
to reach which people have to travel over rough 
and hilly roads. Falmouth is twelve miles away 
by sea, and nearly twice that distance by road. 
The Lizard, to the west, is nearer; but miles 
of high cliff intervene. 


Rockets of Warning 

were fired by the Coverack coastguardsmen, and 
these were answered by the Mohegan sending up 
distress signals just before she stranded. As 
soon as the ship struck, her electric lights went 
out, and darkness added to the terror of those on 
board. ‘The few persons on land who saw the 
Mohegan strike state that they distinctly heard 
the screams of women and children, that in a 
very few minutes the large steamer canted over, 
and a rather heavy sea swept her decks, and in 
twenty minutes she disappenred.

Miss Rondebush, One of the Ladies

Grandin, states that two of them got into a 
ship’s boat, which, when the life-boat afterwards 
came alongside, was capsized, On the ship’s 
boat being righted, Mrs. Grandin was found 
jammed beneath one of the thwarts. One of 
the life-boat crew, named Francis Trip Coney, 
nt great risk to himself, jumped into the 
she had been righted. 
With a life-boat axe he cut away the thwart, 
and pulled Mrs. Grandin out.. The. unfor- 
tunate lady was landed in «a dying. condi- 
tion. Efforts at restoring animation were not 
successful. When on shore, Miss Rondebush 
made anxious inquiries for her mother. - Canon 
Diggins, Vicar of St. Keverne, from a descrip- 
tion of the finger-rings supplied to him, identi- 
fied the body of Mrs. Grandin, which was locked 
in the life-boat house. Miss Rondebush is 
an American operatic singer, professionally 
known as Miss Maud Rounds. She had been 


engaged in London during the recent Covent 
Garden season, and was returning to America 
to take up an engagement at the Metropolitan 
Opera House, New York. On Saturday morning 
a telegram was received from Miss Rounds by а 
relative, in which she said— 

* Ship wrecked; mother dead. Iam saved." 


Captain Griffiths’ Last Words. 


A Falmouth Correspondent had an interview 
with one of the crew, who gave a graphic 
description of the scene on deck as fhe vessel 
went down.: He said — ‘‘ The captain was 
on the bridge, and behaved, as he did 
throughout, with perfect calmness. When the 
orders were given to ‘Man the boats,’ all the 
people rushed to the leeward side, leaving only 
five or six of us on the other side. . After two or 
three attempts, we managed to launch one of 
the boats, and got five of the passengers into her. 
The work was most difficult, and, as one of the 
men remarked, it was nothing short of & miracle 
she was not swamped. The captain saw our 
difficulty, and shouted: ‘ For God's sake, boys, 
get clear if you can.’ These were the last words 
he spoke, for the ship disappeared a moment 
afterwards." 

All the men are loud in their praise of the 
pluck of Miss Noble, who was in the water for. 
three and a half hours. The survivor, Maule, 
who was in the water for seven and a half hours, — 
states that Miss Noble was quite cheerful, and 
was confident she would be picked up eventually. 


A Whole Family Drowned. 


'The loss of Mr. King, a newspaper proprietor 
and owner of real estate nt Nantucket, Massa- 
chusetts, his wife, Mrs. Weller, mother of Mrs. 
King, their two boys, Rufus, eleven years, and 
Anthony, seven yenrs, with a lady's maid, name 
unknown, has caused deep sorrow at Carbis Bay 
and Penzance. ‘The family spent a summer at 
the former place, and made themselves well liked. 

On Sunday evening a reporter was informed 
by Messrs. Williams, Tolley, and Field, the 
agents of the Mohegan, that in all 103 lives had 
been lost in the wreck. The inquest on the 
bodies recovered was opened at St. Keverne on 
Monday afternoon, but adjourned after evidence 
of identification had been taken. Moumfully 
impressive was the funeral in St. Keverne’s 
churchyard on Tuesday. 


The Third Engineer’s Report. 

The third engineer, William Ferguson, who 
hails from London, was rather seriously injured 
in the arm and leg, but was saved. He stated 
to the Daily News Special that he was in the 
engine-room when the vessel ran on to the 
rocks.

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HE QUEEN'S MOURNING SERVICE 


FOR THE LATE QUEEN OF DEN- 

МАБК. — The Queen, the Prince of Wales, 

Princess Henry of ‘Battenberg, Princess Victoria, 

and other members of the Royal Family were 
present last Saturday afternoon at a memorial service held 
in Ciathie Church, Balmoral, in connection with the funeral 
of the Queen of Denmark. Her Majesty is expected to 
m to Windsor from Balmoral about the middle of next 
month. 


Tre Funeral of the Queen of Denmark 
took place last Saturday afternoon in the ancient Cathedral 
of Roskilde, where many of the sovereigns of Denmark lie 
buried. The coffin, which was surmounted by a baldachin, 
borne by six chamberlains, was carried by eight naval 
captains and eight colonels of the army up the church to the 
altar, where it was laid upon а catafalque. Immediately 
after the coffin walked. King Christian, who was in the 
uniform of a Danish general. His Majesty’s head was 
bowed, and he appeared to be in deep sorrow. Following 
him in a double file came the King of Greece, the Danish 
Crown Prince, Prince Waldemar, the Czar, King Oscar of 
Sweden, the Duke of Sparta, the Duke of Cumberland, the 
Duke of York, the Duke of Cambridge, the Archduke Louis 
Victor of Austria, Prince Frederick Leopold of Prussia, 
Admiral Gervais (the representative of France), the Crown 
Prince of Siam, and the other Royal and Princely person- 
ages. All were in grande tenue, the contrasting colours of 
the different naval and military uniforms of the various 
nations forming a striking picture. The procession 
advanced slowly towards the choir, where the Dow- 
ager Empress of Russia, the Princess of Wales, and 
the other Royal ladies had already taken their places. 
At the conclusion of the service the coffin, preceded by the 
Bishop of Zeeland and his clergy, was again carried by the 
sixteen naval and military officers who. had : previously 
borne it into the church to the chapel of Frederick V., the 
organ playing the Thorwaldsen Funeral March by Hart- 
mann. Here the final rites were performed, and the Royal

Count Muravieff in Paris.—The dinner given at 
the Freneh Foreign Office last Monday night by M.

He was first made Financial 
Secretary for War in 1883. 
Mr. Brodrick, who is a son 
9f Viscount Midleton, 
married a daughter of the 
Earl of Wemyss. It will 
е remembered that it was 
е new Under Foreign 
Secretary who exploded 
Lord Rosebery’s first Ad- 
ministration with the cordite resolution, which represented 
that the Government had allowed the stores of army 
ammunition to become insufficient.

E have described already how the Sirdar neatly 
checkmated Major Marchand at Fashoda. Steam- 
ing up the Nile, he saw M. Marchand and 
M. Germain on board a gun-boat; “апа I at once 
informed them that the presence of a French party 

at Fashoda and in the Nile Valley must be considered as a 
direct infringement of the rights of Egypt and of the British 
Government, and I protested in the strongest terms against 
the occupation of Fashoda by M. Marchand and his party, 
and the hoisting of the French flag in the dominions of His 
Highness the Khedive. . . . The Egyptian flag was then 
hoisted i the manner illustrated above], about 500 yards 
south of the French flag, on а ruined bastion of the old 
Egyptian fortifications, commanding the only road which 
leads into the interior, from the French position. 'The 
latter is entirely surrounded to the north by impassable

With Lord Salisbury's permission, M. Marchand was 
enabled to despatch a representative to Cairo to wire 
for directions from France.

An officer obtained a lion cub, which was a 
great plaything in the desert, but was never 
destined to reach the land of his captor, dying 
on the way home.

When the Guards were bathing in the 
Wile a poor little drowned Dervish baby suddenly 
came to the surface. It was taken to the river- 
side and buried in the sand; and to this poor 
little nameless creature was erected the only 
available “© gravestone ’’ which could be found— 
an empty meat-can. 

Some idea of the tremendous heat the troops 
had to endure may be gauged from the fact that 
it was necessary to supply to the men a spine- 
pad. This consisted of a piece of padded khaki, 
which was buttoned to the shoulder and fixed to 
the belt. The men had.to be strictly cautioned 
never to take their helmets off whilst the sun was 
up; the danger of sunstroke from the even 
momentary removal of the helmet was so great. 

By the courtesy of Sergeant-Major Dumper, 
and with the kind assistance of Bombardier 
Goodman, I was, at Woolwich, shown one of the 
Howitzer guns used for shelling Omdurman, and 
also how the gun was fought. It was from 
Bembardier Goodman’s graphic description, and 
by the aid of some of the intrepid men of the 
37th Battery, that I was enabled to make the 
sketch. It is wonderful to think that 94 tons 
of shell was fired by these guns, and nearly every 
shell exploded and. took effect. No wonder 
Mahdism is dead! It is to be hoped that in 
féting the 1st Battalion of the Grenadier Guards 
the plucky and skilful Artillerymen of the 37th 
Howitzer Battery, who came back from Omdur- 
man with the Guards, will not be forgotten.

HE announcement that a “ London County Cricket 
Club’’ had been formed and was to be run under 
the direction of Mr. W. G. Grace has created no 
little stir in cricket circles. We are told by the 
Champion, through an Interviewer, that the lines 

of the club will not be “so extensive” as those of the 
M.C.C., but there will be a “similarity " ; also—sly old 
W. G.!—he thinks there will be no interference with the 
“old county clubs," and that he will b»'able to play in 
most of Gloucestershire's matches. What it really amounts 
to, I suppose, is that 
Mr. Henry Gillman, 

the astute Palace Manager, has bethought himself of 
another channel through which he hopes that some of the 
public's money may be made to flow Sydenham way— 
in fact, into the coffers of the Crystal Palace, where there 
is plenty of room for cricket, and where we are’ told the 
convenience of spectators will be well studied. If the 
management prove able to provide first-class cricket, and 
if the railway companies be persuaded to quicken their 
service of trains, it is probable that the experiment will 
meet with success. I strongly recommend Mr. Gillman to 
adopt our Editor’s advice, and make the Crystal Palace 
athletic arena the national centre for all our chief pastim s. 


County Cricket Qualification.
